FOUR SHIPS SUNK — 
BY CHINA AIRMEN 


Hankow, July 18. 

Culminating a day of naval disasters, four Japanese 
gunboats were hit and sunk in midstream below Matang 
on the Yangtse by Chinése airmen in the fourth of a. 
series of terrific raids yesterday morning and afternoon. 

The Chinese bombers defied heavy fire from anti- 
aircraft guns and power-dived low to release their 
missiles. Direct hits were scored many times, causing 
fire to break out in the Japanese vessels. They were 
seen to founder finally. 

In the first raid in the morning, an undisclosed 
number of Chinese planes raided a Japanese concentra- 
tion between Pengtseh and Hukow, and attacked eight 
large and from twelve to fifteen smaller naval vessels. 
Two of the vessels-were hit and set on fire. One was: 
badly damaged. 


As the Chinese fliers were on their 
way back, they met eleven Japanese 
Pursuit plancs which’ did not 
challenge the Chinese craft because 
of the low altitude at which they 
were flying. 

Shortly after the first raid, Chinese 
airmen ‘returned to Pengtsch and 
Hukow to make a second’ attack. 
Eleven Japanese ships were this 
tlme bombed and two were hit and 
set on fire. 4 

The third raid was on Hukow, 
where more than a dozen shipa ‘were 
bombed.—Centrat News.

Says “I'll Break Down Every Barrier” 


By Maurice Barbanell 


O plot devised by the ingenious mind of 
Edgar Wallace, that ‘master - craftsman 
of thrilling fiction, can compare with the 

true story of his dramatic return from beyond the 
grave. : 

Edgar Wallace, an unconscious medium during 

his lifetime, has come back and given a graphic de- 
scription of his life in the Other World. 

Still possessing his great qualities of reporting 

and his sense of news, he has told in his own words 


exactly what happened to him from the moment 
he died. 


He has spoken at several seances—and sent a spirit photo-~ 
graph of himself, 


Confronted with the scepticism of his own secretary, 
who threw doubts on the accounts of Edgar’s return, Wallace 
sent him a message on a new dictaphone cylinder. 


Wallace’s Remarkable Cif 


Then, Edgar Wallace’s wife has put on record her husband’s 
ability to practise what is called psychometry—holding objects 
and obtaining from them impressions about their owners, 

Once he caught sight of a ring she was wearing and asked to 
aee it, Holding it in his hand, he closed his eyes.

comfortable, Just) then one of the 
panels cracked noistly, 

This reminded him of a 
Swaffer had told him about psychle 
raps. To Wallace's fertile mind the 
crack: suggested some new ideas for 
pulling Swaffer's leg. 

He sat at his writing table and 
wrote three paragraphs, Here is his 
own description of what happened: 

“The first two of them were 
amusing Jabs at my friend, the 
third was not so amusing, and I de- 
cided to cross it oul, when somebody 
sald: “f thinks it is very silly, and you 
ought to be ashiumed of yourself,” 

Wallace fooked up. There was 
nobody in the room. The telc- 
Phono receiver was on tts sup- 
port. He could not solve the 
mystery of the voice. 

He took up his pen agala and went 
on from where he had left off. He 
was just putting a dingonal line 
neross the unsatisfactory paragraph 
when once again the volee said: “It 
in silly!” 

“What is silly?" he asked, 
was no reply, 

Edgur went into his wife's room, 
chatted for a few moments, then 
returned to his study. i, 

He had left the sheet of copy paper 
on the centre of his writing-pad, and 
on the top of that he had put his 
wateh and chain, 

But t© his amazement the 
paper was gone. ‘Fhe watch and 
chain tay on tho writing table 
by the side of the pad! 

He looked reund the room, turned 
ta the flre—why he did not know— 
and on top of it were the black 
embers of a sheet of paper, 

There was no wind that could have 
blown it there, and certainly none 
that) could have blown his” watch 
and chitin from the centre of the pad 
lo the side of it.

Meeting with Spirit 


Not many people know that Edgar 
wus also a clairvoyant, 


As a young man he was o private 
in the Hoyul Army Medieal Corps, 
He had been on duty all night with 
a patient who died at about: six in 
the morning, 


The medleal officer was going on 
leave that afternoon, so it was de- 
cided to hold the post-mortem im- 
mediately afler breakfast, 


Without any respite, and after a 
slvepless night, they made thelr 
examination. When it was com- 
pleted Edgar Wallace went back to 
the barrack room where he slept, 

It was deserted except. to his 
surprise, for a woman who sat 
On one of the beds. 

She wus a big, unattractive woman, 
who smiled at him us he entered 
and suid: “Our Tom has put you 
out this morning.” 

Edgar Wallace was 
that he didn’t reply. 
ahe was gonc, 

At) the man's — funeral Falyar 
Wallace spoke to the brother, des- 
eribed the woman he had sean In 
the barrack room, and asked if he 
knew her, 

The brother was amazed. “That 
couldn't have been Alma, She has 
‘been dead five or six years.” 

Yet the woman's description 
absolutely fitted, She was 20 
years older than the dead man, 
was his stepsister and had 
.brought him up, 

In spite of this experience 
Wallace was not 1 Spiritualist, but 
he put on record a psychle happen- 
ing whitch he described as one of his 
most extraordinary experiences. 


Voice in the Study 


At that time he was editing a 
Sunday newspaper. He had been 
poking, fun at Spirituallsm and 
written what he called “amusing 
jabs” at his great friend, Hannen 
Swaffer, the well-known journalist

The dead woman seated in the 
chair spoke to Edgar Wallace ogain. 
She told him that his attacks on her 
brother-in-law were sflly. Then she 


vanished, 

Wallace tried to puzzle it all out. 
So deep was the Impression made 
on him by this visitation from the 
dead that he ended his article with 
these words: “EF shoil no longer 
sneer at spirits.” And he never did. 


Broke the Barriers 


Not long after that, Edgar him- 
self possed on at Hollywood just as 
he was beginning to carve out anew 
career in the world of films. 

But the restless energy which 
made him a_ journalist, reporter, 
novelist and dramatist could not be 
stilled even by death. He broke 
through the barriers, largely of 
Ignorunce and superstition, with 
which man has surrounded death 
and proved his own survival, And 
the evidence he gave came tn 
dramatic torm. 

After his passing there arrived in 
my office a long manuscript and a 
ictter from a South Wales woman of 
Uttle education, ; 

In her letter she said that she had 
recelved In automatic writing this 
Jong manuscript which purported to 
huve come from Edgar Wallace, 

He had called it “The Passing 
Qver of Edgar Wallace,” and it 
was n detailed description of 
what had happened to htm from 
the timo he dicd. 

The automatic writing began with 
these words: “I dedicate this bool: 
to Hannen Swaffer so that he may 
tell the world through it.” 


Wallace Speaks 
As It was dedicated to Swaffer, [ 
showed him the seript. He read it. 

"I do not know whether Edgar 
wrote it,” he said. “But it Is cer- 
tninly a description of the afterlife 
as written by a trained reporter.” 

Here was a quandary. How could 
we prove its uuthenticity, 

What 1 did will sound extra- 
ordinury to many of you, L was 
determined to ask Edgar Wallace 
whether he had writlen it. 

At that Ume I was attending a 
series of seances in’ the home of 
Estelle Roberts, the famous medium. 

At those sittings the dead returned 
and spoke in what we call the direct 
voice—that is, they utilise the 
psychle power of the medium 
fashlon a replica of their carthly 
voices, which are Intensified through 
a trumpet. 

The presiding spirit genius of this 
seance was Red Cloud, the medium’s 
wulde. You will! read more of Red 
Cloud in my future articles, but let 
me say that hts personality is quite 
distinct from the medium. 

He ts a teacher of high pur- 
pose, a spirit who says he has 
Myed for more than 2,000 years 
and who has returned to aid 
humanity by reviving those 
spiritual truths known in 
Biblical days, 

“Red Cloud,” [ sald at one of his 
seances. “I am in «a diMculty und 
would like your assistance, I have 
® manuscript said to have been 
received in automatic writing from 
Edgar Wallace. Did he write it?” 

That was all I asked. £ did not 
give the name of the woman. 


“Wallace Wrote It’ 


‘I do not know”, said Red Cloud, 
“but I will find out and tell you. 
Do nothing until you hear from me.” 

At the next seance Red Cloud said 
to me: “I have made Inquiries, 1 
have spoken to Edgar Wallace. 
He said he wrote it.” 

That was good enough for me. 
had never known Red Cloud to 
be wrong in any of his facts. 

I published the manuscript. “My 
Life After Death--By Edgar Wal- 
Jace,” I called it. It created a 
sensation, It was criticised by many 
of his friends and relations. It was

help him, 


“Y will) bring him through,” he 
sald, “because he wants to speak." 

Edger Wallace persisted. He sent 
messages through other mediums, 
Then_a few' days Jater, when I was 
nt a seance trying to get some spirit 
photographs, ‘the medittm waa con- 
trolled: 

The spirit guide sald thut * 
Edgar Wallace was with him and 
was going to try to five a pic- 
ture of himself, if we would 
Qrrango a special sitting a few 
days Jater. ' 

So that there should be no argu- 
ments about it I devised some test 
conditions, I took down with me 
two Press photographers, I asked 
them to buy the pintes at any shop 
they Liked. 

T told them to examine the camera 
and the slides to load the plates 
themselves and to mark them, 


Perfect Picture 


The medium was not allowed to 
bandle any part of the process 
involved in the taking of the photo- 
graphs, He just stood in the reom, 

At the end of the seance the pro- 
fesstonal photographers signed a 
stutement in whlch they declared 
they were quite satisNed there could 
have been no substitution of the 
plates—the only way by which 
trickery could have happened, 

Well, Edgar Wallace rave his 
spirit photograph. It was a per- 
fect picture and, as ho him- 
self dectarcd, it was unllke any 
In existence, - 

It was Wallace’s unswer to those 
who denied that he was still active 
after death . 

No copy of this splrit photograph 
has ever been found by relatives, 
friends, or photographie agencies, If 
anybody says itis a fake, I ¢hal- 
lenge them to produce the pieture 
from which it was copied. 

Then a few weeks later Edgar 
Wallace spoke in the direct voice, 

“] ve you that script," he said, 
“Eoosat- for omy photegraph, This 
ts Walliee speaking, whether you 
like it or not. . It is damnably 
hard to be disbelieved when you are 
trying your utmost to make them 
understand 

“IT have come though again. . 
Whether the world Hikes it or not, I 
am going to come through. They 
cun Jaugh and they can scoff, but 1 
am coming back, 1 will break 
down every barrier.” 

Then right at) the end he said: 
“Tell Bob Curtis not to be a fool.” 
That was his reply to his secretary, 
who had disbelieved in his spirit re~ 
turn. And Wallace promised thut he 
would give Curtis something, to thins 
about. 

Then at another seance Red Cloud 
fave a remarkable and unexpected 
spirit test. He volunteered the name 
and address of the South Wales 
medium who had received the auto- 
matic script. Her name and address 
were 0 closely-puarded seeret known 
only to two people tn my office! 


Dictaphone Shock 


A few weeks later Bob Curtis had 
an astonishing story to tell. For 15 
yeirs he had been Wallace’s secre- 
tary. When Edgar passed on he 
went to assist Sydney Horler, the 
well-known writer of thrillers. 

Horler had sent him some dicti- 
phone records of his next novel to 
transcribe, 

He put one on, and, ns Curtis 
sald, “was startled almost out of 
my scat to hear the unmistak- 
able . voice of Edgar Wallace 
coming through.” 
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The voice said: “I use this to 
dictate my books—my stories.” 

How did the voice of Edgar 
Wallace get on to the dictaphone? 
They tried to solve thls mystery, 
They thought that possibly Wallace 
had once used this record and that 
it had been imperfectly shuved and 
repolished.

Nazis Behead Mother

PWENTY-NINE- YEAR OLD 

Liselotte Hermann, mother 
of a child of four, was 
executed by the axe in Berlin 
after spending a year in the 
condemned cell at Ploetzen- 
sec. 

Three men—Stefan Lovasz 
(36), Josef Steidle (30) and 
Artur Goeritz (31)—died at 
the same time in the same 
way. 

The charge was “high treason and 
esplohage.” Liselotte Hermann was 
arrested in 1 at Stuttgart: when 
her son, Walter, was one year old 
She was held for u long time under 
preliminary arrest while preliminary 
lavestigations were completed, and 
suffered preat ill-treatment during 
this period. 

She was tricd and sentenced In 
secret, together with the three other 
defendants, on the basis of confes- 
sions signed in the police cells, and 
subsequently repudiated in the 
courts. 


WORLD PROTESTS 


Her child, whom she adored, was 
taken from her al her arrest. 

News of the sentence of death 
passed on her aroused protest move- 
ments all over the world. An uppeal 
to Hitler for commutation was signed 
by 86 British M.P.s in February this 
year, In September, 1937, 0 similar 
appenl signed by 22° Englishwomen 
of different. shades of political 
opinion was sent without result. 

Liselotte Hermann was born on 
June 23, 1909, in Berlin, the daugh- 
ter of un engineer. After finishing 
school, she studied in the Technical 
High School in Berlin and later in 
the University. 

She wus well known as an anti- 
Fascist among her fellow students 
and in the vautumn of 1933 was ex- 
pelled from the University because 
of her political opinions. Later she 
married and her son was born in 
March, 1934. 

Her trial was the first purely 
political onc in Germany in which 
the death sentence was passed on a

CHURCH AND STATE 


The Kettle of the Kirk and 
State, as Burns used to call it, 
comes to a boil with unfailing 
regularity every time the King 
announces the appointment of 
his personal representative who 
is to perform, according to the 
law and constitution, the duties 
ot High Commissioner to the 
General Assembly of — the 
National Church of Scotland. In 
this acl of state the Sovervign 
exercises a function the signi- 
ficance of which is but vaguely 
understood by those who are 
unacquainted with the history of 
the ancient Kingdom of Scotland, 
which ceased to have oa 
separate existence as a politi- 
eal entity in £707, at which 
date the separate existence of 
the sister Kingdom of England 
likewise came to an end. [t was 
then that the two kingdoms 
ugreed to become one reali and 
movercignty and the name 
“Great Britain,” hitherto merely 
au geographical expression, took 
on a true political significance. 

One essential condition of that 
auspicious event was that while 
the two countries became one 
and indivisible, the two Churches 
hwere to remuin separate and 
distinct, a provision whose 
sanctity was solemnly .recognis- 
ed and enshrined in the famous 
Act of Security. The Establish- 
ed Church of Scotland thus 
stands in a peculiarly strong 
position. Its age-old connection 
with the Kingdom of Scotland 
is further fortified by an Act of 
Security which is an organic part 
of the fundamental constitu- 
tional law of Great Britain. 

An age which has scen the 
advent of such wonders as the 
aeroplane, the submarine and 
the radio might perheps consi- 
der the union of the two National 
Churches into one as_an achieve- 
ment casily within the realm of 
possibility. The statesmen who 
framed the Act of Union in 1707 
had other views. They were 
‘well aware that -history had 
record of several attempts to 
unite the Churches in the past. 
They knew that in 1176 no great 
conference was held at North- 
ampton at which Henry II of 
England, William the Lion of 
Scotland, and the Papal Legate 
,were present, The Scottish 
clergy were strongly urged ‘to 


“lyield obedience to the Arch- 


bishop of York, This, however, 
‘the Scots, possibly because they 
feared political consequences, 
stubbornly refused to do. More- 
fover, in-a controversy with the 
Church of Rome, the King and 
irk of Scotland maintained 
‘their national rights with equal 
stubbornness in deftance ; of - x

{In 1188, however, the sentence 
pf excommunication was recalicd 
and a new Pope, Clement HH], 
settled the controversy between 
the English and — Scottish 
Churches. He issued a_ bull 
addressed to William the 
Lion declaring that “the 
Church of Scotland was a 
daughter of Rome by special 
grace and immediately sub- 
ject to her and that no apperl 
concerning benefices should lie 
out of Scotland unless to the 
court of Rome." 


Union might have been effect- 
ed at the time of the Reforma- 
tion, biit that movement took 
different courses in the two 
countries. The Reformation in 
Scotland was effected, according 
to Scotland Church historians, 
by the Church itself, ‘There was 
no break of continuity. The old 
priesthood of yesterday became 
the ministry of the new dispen- 
sation. Part of the framework 
of the old system was retained 
and incorporated within the new, 
In Knox’s day the system was 
not wholly Rpiscopal or wholly 
Presbyterian, but had some 
elements of both. He saw that 
compromise wis necessary in 
order to maintain a united front 
against the forces of reaction. 
When Knox’s work was done 
and the two factions were 
assured that the Church was no 
longer threatened front outside, 
they were at liberty to fight out 
their differences. : In the mean- 
time, English puritan doctrine, 
blown across the border, had 
begun to infect the successors of 
Knox. In the” result the 
Episcopal feature was removed 
from the Church polity. More 
important, however, was the 
displacement of Knox’s Book of 
Discipline, a work “instinet with 
the breath of piety,” by a Second 
Book of Discipline, the work of a 
lawyer. Ominously enough, it 
began with a consideration of 
the relation of Church and State, 
and declared with an emphasis 
that Hildebrand himself could 
hardly improve upon, that the 
Church should command and the 
State obey. This made it in- 
evitable that sooner or later the 
Church «nd the State in Scotland 
would collide. 

During the three-quarters of 
a century which followed until 
the Revolution Settlement of 
1690, there were two attempts at 
Church Union in Britain, both 
failures. James VI of Scotland, 
who ascended the England 
throne as James I in 1603, and 
his son Charles I after him, both 
tried by various methods to 
induce the Scots to accept 
episcopacy. Another attempt at 
union was made in 1643. In 
that year the General Assembly 
of the Church of Scotland, the 
Westminster Assembly of 
Divines, and both Houses of 
Parliament in England approved 
jand subscribed a Solemn League 
and Covenant for the establish- 
ment of uniformity of religion 
in the three Kingdoms, England, 
Scotland and Ireland, on 2a 
Presbyterian basis, This Coven- 
ant was observed in England for 
a dozen years or so, but in 1660 
King Charles the Second was 
restored: and the English, who 
had never taken kindly to the 
Presbyterian system, gladly re- 
turned to Episcopacy. Such was 
the fate of these attempts at 
Church union. The Act of 
Union, 1707, provided for the 
continued existence of the 
Scottish establishment. The 
King has a right ‘to be present 
at the General Assembly. It is 
an_ interesting: fact that this 
“right” was in the words of the 
historian Green, “all that James 
could save” in his struggle with 

ithe Church when it adopted the 
_ Calvinistic theory of the relation 
;of Church and State. Since the 
‘days of James thiy right has 
beeh preserved and King George

returning to the heart in the * 
veins it is darker, because the 
haemoglobin has then given up 
most of its oxygen to the tissues. 

The liquid part of the blood— 
the plasma—is yellowish in 
colour. It acts as a solution in 
which the corpuscles can circu- 
late. 


But this plasma has got: more 
to do than just to serve as a 
liquid. Most of the food you 
cat finds its way into your blood, 
and then travels round until it 
reaches the particular organ it’s 
destined for. 

You’ve got proteins in your 
blood, fats, and sugars. Also 
salts—of which the most abun- 
dant is sodium chloride—or 
ordinary table salt. All these 
the plasma has to carry. 

It is also busy carrying waste 
products, like uric acid, to your 
kidneys. So it has got plenty 
to do. 

Then also the blood contains 
gases, principally oxygen and 
carbonic acid. And finally it con- 
tains a substance which clots 
when it comes into contact with 
the air. 

Without this we should all 
bleed to death the first time we 
pricked ourselves. People whose 
blood doesn’t clot properly go on 
bleeding, sometimes from quite 
small injuries.

She kept buttermilk 
constantly on hand in her refrigera- 
tors, likes green saleds with every 
dinner, Imew and sometimes im- 
proved the recipes by which her 
negro servants cooked.

URPOSE of her Jast, and fatal 
adventure, Miss Earhart 
suid, was to test the human factor 
en a long flight.

It is easy to test for. these 
substances, Jf a drop of A-type 
blood ‘is mixed with a: 'non-A- - 
type serum the corpuscles clump 
together. 

How do we come to be divided 
into, these types? 

You can only have A-type cor- 
puscles if one of your parents 
has them. Similarly B is ‘also 
inherited. If the parent has 
been A and B then one or the 
other is handed on to the child.. 

The result is that if a woman 
does not carry B and her baby 
docs 80, it is safe to assume that 
the father was a B type. So if 
the accused man does nat carry 
it he is not the father.

Now, this test is only 
useful in about one 
case in three. : 

But there are other tests. 
Blood also contains two other 
substances called M and N. 
Every one carries cither one or 
both of these. 

With these substances it is 
possible to carry out tests on a 
similar basis to the A and B 
tests. If the same results are 
obtained, it makes evidence as 
shown by the A and B test even 
sounder. . 

But these tests are, you ob- 
serve, all negative. You can’t

Voice in the Study 

At that time he was cditing a 
Sunday newspaper. He had been 
Poking fun at Spiritualism and 
written what he called “amusing 
dabs” at his great friend, Hannen 
Swaffer, the well-known Journialist 
and famous Spiritualist. 

Edgar Wallace had pone to his 
country house at Bourne End -after 
avery heavy week, and had ar- 
ranged to sleep in his study, which 


he closed his eyes.

Wallace looked up, There was 
nobady In the room. The tecle- 
phone recefver was on its sup- 
port. He gould not solve the 
mystery of the voice. 

He took up his pen again and went 
on from where he had left off. He 
wus just putting a diagonal Line 
across the unsiatlsfactory panugraph 
when onee again the vuiec said: “It 
is silly!" 

“What is silly?" 
was no reply. 

Edgar went into his wife’s room, 
chatted for a few moments, then 
returned to his study. 

He had left the sheet of copy paper 
on the centre of his writing-pad, and 
on the top of that he had put his 
watch and chain. 

But to his amazement the 
Paper was gone. The watch and 
chaln Iny on the writing table 
by the side of the pad! 

He Jouked round the room, lurned 
lo the flre—why he did not know— 
and on top of it were the black 
embers of a shect of paper, 

There was no wind that could have

Swaffer had told him which inspired 
the burned paragraphs! 

The dead woman sented: in the 
chalr spoke to Edgar Wallace again. 
She told him that hls attacks ‘on her 
brother-in-law were silly. Then she 
vanished. cased 

Wallnce tried to puzzle it all out. 
So deep was the impression made 
on him by -thls visitation from the 
dead that he ended his article with 
these words: "I shall no longer 
sneer nt spirits.’ And he never did. 


Broke the Barriers 

Not long nfter that, Edgar him- 
self passed on at Hollywood just as 
he was beginning to carve out a new 
carecr In the world of films, 

But the restless energy which 
made him a_ journallst, reporter, 
novelist and dramntist could not be 
stilled even by death, He broke 
through the barriers, largely of 
ignorance and superstition, with 
which man has surrounded death 
and proved his own survival, And 
the evidence he ave came In 
dramatic form. 

After his passing there arrived in 
my office a Jong manuscript and a 
letter from a South Wales woman of 
Tittle education. 

In her Jetter she sald Uhat she had 
received In) automatic writing this 
tong manuscript which purported to 
have come from Edgar Wallace. 

Ho had called it “The Passing 
Over of Edgar Wallace,” and it 
was a detailed description of 
what had happened to him from 
the time he dicd. 

The automatic writing began with 
these words: “I dedicate this bool 
tu Hannen Swaffer so that he may 
tell the world through it.” 


Wallace Speaks 


As it was dedicated to Swiffer, | 
showed him the seript. He read it. 

“IT do not know whether Edgar 
wrote it” he sald. “Bul It is cer- 
tainly a deseription of the afterlife 
us written by a trained reporter.” 

Here was a quandary. How could 
we prove its authenticity, 

What To did will) sound extra- 
ordinary ta many of you. IT was 
determined to ask Edgar Wallace 
whether he had written it. 

At that time I was attending a 
series of seances in the home of 
Estee Roberts, the famous medium. 

At those sittings the dead relurned 
und speke in what we call the direct 
voico—that is, they utilise the 
psychle power of the medium = to 
fashion a replica of their carthly 
voices, which are intensified through 
a trumpet. 

The presiding spirit genfus of this 
stance was Red Cloud, the medium’s 
guide, You will read more of Red 
Cloud in my future articles, but let 
me sny that his personality is quite 
distinct from the medium. 

He !s a teacher of high pur- 
pose, a spirit who says he has 
Itved for more than 2,000 years 
and who has returned to aid 
humanity by reviving those 
spiritual truths known in 
Biblical days, 

“Red Cloud,” I suid at one of his 
seunees. “To oam in « difficulty and 
would Hke your assistance. I have 
a omanuscript sald to have been 
recelyed in automatic writing from 
Edgar Wallace. Did he write it?” 

That was all I asked. I did not 
dive the name of the woman. 


“Wallace Wrote It” 


“I do not know”, sald Red Cloud, 
“but I will find out and tell you. 
Do nothing until you hear from me.” 

At the next seance Red Cloud sald 
to me: “I have made inquiries. 1 
have spoken to Edgar Wallace. 
He said he wrote it.” 

That was good enough for me. 
Thad never known Red Cloud to 
be wrong in any of his facts. 

I published the manuscript. “My 
Life After Death—By Edgar Wal- 
Jace,". I called it. It created a 
sensation. It was criticised by many 
of his friends and relations. It was 
attacked by Bob Curtls, his secretary. 

But 1 was unmoved. I knew—and 
they didn't! 

During this time Edgar Wallace 
was mastering the technique of spirit 
communication, for even he had to

fessional photographers signed a 
statement in which they declared 
they were quite satisfied there could 
have been no substltutlon of the 
plates—the only way by which 
trickery could have happened.

It was a per- 
fect. picture and, as he him- 
self declared, if was unlike ony 
in ecxlstence, 

It was Walkice’s answer to those 
who denied that he was still active 
after death . 

No copy of this spirit photograph 
has ever been found by relatives, 
friends, or photographic agencies. If 
anybody says [tis a fake, I chal- 
lenge them to produce the picture 
from which it was copied. 

Then a few weeks later Edgar 
Wallace spoke in the direct voice. 

“T gave you that seript," he said.

Then right at) the end he sald: 
“Tell Bob Curtis not to be a fool." 
That was his reply to his secretary, 
who had disbelieved in his spirit re- 
turn. And Wallace promised that he 
would give Curtis something to think 
about, 

Then at another seance Red Cloud 
gave a remarkable and unexpected 
He volunteered the name 
and address of the South Wales 
medium who had received the auto- 
matic script. Her name and address 
were a closely-guarded secret known 
only to two people In my office! 


Dictaphone Shock 


A few weeks later Bob Curtis had 
an astonishing story to tell. For 15 
years he had been Wallace's secre- 
tary. When Edgar. passed on he 
went to assist Sydney Horler, the 
well-known writer of thrillers. 

Horler had sent him some dicta- 
phone records of his next novel to 
transertbe, 

He put one on, and, as Curtis 
sald, “was startled almost ‘out of 
my seat to hear the unmistak- 
able volee of Edgar Wallace 
coming through.” 

The voice suid: “I use this to 
dictate my books—my storics.” 

How did the voice: of Edgar 
Walluce get on to the dictaphone? 


They tried to solve this mystery. 
They thought that possibly Wallace 
had ofce used this record and that 
It had been imperfectly shaved and 
repolished, 

That explanation would not fit, 
for Horler’s voice would have been 
superimposed on Wallace's, and the 
to would have been blurred. As it 
was, they were quite distinct.

After Year In Cell 


IWENTY-NINE-YEAR-OLD 

Liselotte Hermann, mother 
of a child of four, was 
executed by the axe in Berlin 
after spending a year in the 
condemned cell at Ploetzen- 
see. 

Three men—Stefan Lovasz 
(36), Josef Steidle (30) and 
Artur Goeritz (31)—died at 
the sume time in the same 
way. 

The charge was “high treason and 
esplonage." Liselotte Hermann was 
arrested in 1935 at Stuttgart when 
her son, Walter, was one year old. 
She was held for a long tlme under 
preliminary arrest while preliminary 
investigations were completed, and 
suffered great {l)-treatinent during 
this period, 

She was tried and sentenced in 


secret, together with the three other 
defendants, on the basis of confes- 
sions signed tn the police cells, and 
subsequently repudiated in the 
courts, 


WORLD PROTESTS 


Her child, whom she adored, was 
taken from her at her artest. 

News of the sentence of death 
passed on her wroused protest move- 
ments all over the w6rld. An appeal 
to Hitler for commutatien was signed 
by 86 British M.P.s in February this 
year. In September, 1937, o similar 
appeal signed by 22 Englishwomen 
of different) shades of — political 
vpinion was sent without result. 

Liselotte Hermann wus bern on 
June 23, 1908, in Berlin, the daugh- 
ter of an engineer. After finishing 
school, she studied in the Technical 
High School in Berlin and later in 
the University. 

She wus well known as an anti- 
Fascist among her fellow siudents 
and in the autumn of 1933 was ¢ex- 
pelied from the Universily because 
of her politica) opinions. Later she 
married and her son was born in 
March, 1934.

FOUR SHIPS SUNK 
BY CHINA AIRMEN 


Hankow, July 18. 

Culminating a day of naval disasters, four Japanese 
gunboats were hit and sunk in midstream below Matang 
on the Yangtse by Chinese airmen in the fourth of a 
series of terrific raids yesterday morning and afternoon. 

The Chinese bombers defied heavy fire from anti- 
aircraft guns and power-dived low to release their 
missiles. Direct hits were scored many times, causing 
fire to break out in the Japanese vessels, 
seen to founder finally. 

In the first raid in the morning, an undisclosed 
number of Chinese planes raided a Japanese concentra- 
tion between Pengtseh and Hukow, and attacked eight 
large and from twelve to fifteen smaller naval vessels. 
Two of the vessels were hit and set on fire. One was 
badly damaged. 


As the Chinese fliers were on their 
way back, they met eleven Japanese ; 
pursult = planes which | did not 
challenge the Chinese craft. because 
of the low altitude at which they 
were flying.

CHURCH AND STATE 


The Kettle of the WKirk 
State, as Burns used to eall it, 
comes to a boil with unfailing 
regularity every time the King 
announces the appointment of 
his personal representative who 
is to perform, according to the 
Jaw and constitution, the duties 
of High Commissioner to the 
General Assembly of the 
National Church of Scotland. In 
this act of state the Sovereign 
exercises a function the signi- 
ficance of which is but vaguely 
understood by those who are 
unacquainted with the history of 
the ancient Kingdom of Scotland, 
which ceased to have a 
separate existence as a politi- 
cal entity in) 1707, at) which 
date the separate existence of 
the sister Kingdom of England 
Ikewise came to an end. It was 
then thal the two kingdoms 
ugreed to become one realm and 
sovereignty — and the name 
“Great Britain,” hitherto merely 
a geographical expression, took 
on a “rue political significance. 

One essential condition of that 
auspicious event was that while 
the two countries became one 
and indivisible, the two Churches 
separate and 
distinct, o provision whose 
sanctity was solemnly recognis- 
ed and enshrined in the famous 
Act of Security. The Establish- 
ed Church of Scotland thus 
stands in a peculiarly strong 
position. Its age-old connection 
with the Kingdom of Scotland 
is further fortified by an Act of 
Security which is an organic part 
of the fundamental constitu- 
tional law of Great Britain. 

An age which has seen the 
advent of such wonders as the 
aeroplane, the submarine and 
the radio might perhcps consi- 
der tho union of the two National 
Churches into one as an achieve- 


ment easily within the realm of 
possibility. The statesmen who 
framed the Act of Union in 1707 
had other views. They were 
«well aware that history had 
record of scveral attempts to 
unite the Churches in the past. 
They, knew that in 1176 a great 
conference was held at North- 
ampton at which Henry II of 
England, William the Lion of 
Scotland, and the Papal Legate 
were present. The Scottish 
clergy were strongly urged to 
‘yield obedience to the Arch- 
bishop of York. This, however, 
the Scots, possibly because they 
fenred political consequences, 
stubbornly refused to do. More- 
‘over, in a controversy with the 


and 


| Church of Rome, the King and 


Kirk ‘of 
‘their national rights with equal 
stubbornness:in defiance of a 
sentenco of excommunication. 


‘An explanation of. how one person’s

In 1188, however, the sentence 
of excommunication was recalled 
and a new Pope, Clément II, 
settled the controversy between 
the English and . Scottish 
Churches. He issued a bull 
addressed to William the 
Lion declaring that “the 
Church of Scotland was a 
daughter of Rome by_ special 
grace and immediately  sub- 
ject to her and that no appeal 
concerning benefices should lic 
out of Scotland unless to the 
court of Rome.” 

Union might have been effect~ 
ed at the time of the Referma- 
tion, but that movement took 
different courses in the two 
countries. The Reformation in 
Scotland was effected, according 
to Scotland Church historians, 
by the Church itself. There was 
no break of continuity. The old 
priesthood of yesterday became 


sation. Part of the framework 
of the old system was retained 
and incorporated within the new, 
‘In Knox’s day the system was 
not wholly Episcopal or wholly 
Presbyterian, but had some 
elements of both. He saw that 
compromise was necessary in 
order to maintain a united front 
against the forces of reaction. 
When Knox's work was done 
and the two factions were 
assured that the Church was no 
longer threatened from outside, 
they were ut liberty to fight out 
their differences. In the mean- 
lime, English puritan doctrine, 
blown across the border, had 
{begun to infect the successors of 
Knox. in the result the 
' {piscopal feature was removed 
‘from the Church polity. More 
important, however, was the 
displacement of Knox's Bool of 
Discipline, a work “instinct with 
the breath“of piety,” by a Second 
Book of Discipline, the work of a 
lawyer. Ominously enough, it 
began with a consideration of 
the relation of Church and State, 
and declared with an emphasis 
that Hildebrand himself could 
hardly improve upon, that the 
Church should command and the 
State obey. This made it in- 
evitable that sooner or later the 
Church and the State in Scotland 
would collide. 

During the three-quarters of 
a century which followed until 
the Revolution Settlement of 
.1690, there were two attempts at 
Church Union in Britain, both 
failures. James VI of Scotland, 
who ascended the England 
throne as James I in 1603, and 
his son Charles I after him, both 
tried by various methods to 
induce the Scots to accept 
episcopacy. Another attempt at 
union was made in 1643. In 
that year the General Assembly 
of the Church of Scotland, the 
Westminster Assembly of 
Divines, and both Houses of 
Parliament ‘in England approved 
jand subscribed ao Solemn League 
and Covenant for the establish- 
ment of uniformity of religion 
in the three Kingdoms, England, 
Scotland and Ireland, on a 
Presbyterian basis. This Coven- 
[ant was observed in England for 
a dozen years or 60, but in 1660 
_King Charles the Second was 
jrestored and the' English, who 
| nad never taken kindly to the 
; Presbyterian system, gladly re- 
i turned to Episcopacy. Such.was 
the fate of these attempts at 
Church union. The Act of 
, Union, 1707, provided for the 
continued existence. of _ the 
: Scottish establishment. The

But this plasma has got more 
to do than just to serve as a 
liquid. Most of the food you 
eat finds its way into your blood, 
and then travels round until it 
reaches the particular organ it’s 
destined for. 

You've got proteins in your 
blood, fats, and sugars, Also 
salts—of which the most abun- 
dant is sodium chloride—or 
ordinary table salt. All these 
the plasma has to carry. 

Jt is also busy carrying waste 
products, like uric acid, to your 
kidneys. So it has got plenty 
to do. 

Then also the blood contains 
gases, principally oxygen and 
carbonic acid. And finally it con- 
tains ao substance which clots 
when it comes into contact with 
the air. 

Without this we should all 
bleed to death the first time we 
pricked ourselves. People whose 
blood doesn’t clot properly go on 
bleeding, sometimes from quite 
smal] injuries. They are suffer- 
ing from haemophilia.

May Total 500,000 


Hongkong's permanent popu- 
Jation has, according to official 
figures compiled by Government 
experts, passed the million-mark 
for the first time in history.

She could remember her altimeter 
going wrong, and pushIng ahead with 
no earthly indication that she was 
yetting anywhere, She could not 
tell whether.she was 20,000 or 200 
feet above the ‘ocean, and a petrol 
leak at the dashboard doubled the 
danger of the motor flames. Thick 
black clouds made mirages of Jand 
ahead of her. -"It took all my cour- 
nge to force myself to keep ‘to the 
compass.” she reported afterwards.
